Hon. William Mercer Owens Dawsonis 49 years of age, and was reared
in Preston county, where he resided

clerking in stores.

untarily retired. In 1SS0 he was nom- \

inated and elected State Senator, the t
youngest member of the body, and the a

only Republican member except his \

colleague. Senator Dawson was re- v

elected in 1SS4, but when he retired of a
his own choice in 1SSS the Senate was c

nearly equally divided between the 1:
parties. In the Senate Mr. Dawson v

took a most prominent part. He unequivocallycondemned the looting of

than constitutional purposes, and ad- e
